Document 1: WO 00/75133 Al (Yamanouchi Pharmaceutical 
Co,/ Ltd.), 14 December 2000 



The invention that is set forth in claims 1 to 6 
does not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 1 cited in the international search report. 

Document 1 discloses ( - ) -N- { 2- [ (R) -3- ( 6, 7- 
dimethoxy-1, 2, 3, 4-tetrahydroisoquinoline-2-carbonyl) 
piperidino] ethyl } -4-f luorobenzamide-monophosphate 
compounds, and also discloses medicinal compositions that 
comprise said compounds as active components (claims 1 to 
6 and example 4 9) . In addition, document 1 also indicates 
that it is possible to employ conventional chemical 
operations such as crystallization in order to isolate 
and purify the compounds in question (page 8/1, lines 3 
to 4) . 

Therefore, it would be easy for a person skilled in 
the art to conceive of obtaining novel crystals that are 
useful for the production of pharmaceutical preparations 
by changing the solvent and/or conditions such as the 
temperature during crystallization in the invention that 
is disclosed in document 1, as appropriate. Furthermore, 
there cannot be considered to be any significant effects
